A reduced budget of $34,301,- 

289 for the 1959-60 fiscal year 
was approved yesterday by the 
Board of Education. 
* The board, also adopted a com- 
mittee report calling for a $35,000 
campaign for voter approval of 
a@ new school tax rate next year. 
The tax rate to be. sought has 
not been determined. 

The budget adopted reflected 
a $1,214,086 cut in proposed ex- 
penditures. The board decided 
last June 24 that a reduction of 
that amount .was necessary to 
make expenditures conform with 
estimated income. The budget- 
trimming followed the defeat of 
a 13-cent school tax increase pro- 
posal last summer. 


Department Allocations. 

Sums allotted to the various 
school departments for the new 
fiscal year, which began Wednes- 
day, Were: 

Instruction department, $25,- 
362,158; building department, $6,- 
028,519; finance department, $2,- 
714,603; auditing department, 
$181,208, and the new law depart- 
ment, $14,800. 

The larger part of the budget 
cut was achieved through cur- 
tailment of the schools health. 
and hygiene program, elimina- 
tion of the summer playground 
program and reduction of the 
annual program for repairs to 
school property. In addition, 
134 jobs in the building depart- 
ment were eliminated. 

Daniel L. Schlafly cast -the 
only vote against adoption of 
the budget. He said he objected 
the building depart- 
ment’s allotment exceeded by 
$175,000 the sum that Harold E. 
Dessau, acting building commis- 
sioner, had said was needed. 

-The recommendation that 
$35,000 be spent to campaign 
for an increased school tax next 
year was made by the board’s 
school tax campaign committee, 
headed by Mrs. Irma H. Friede. 
The sum is $10,000 above the 
amount appropriated in recent 
campaigns. 

The report also included a rec- 
ommendation that a public rela- 
tions officer be retained on a 
year-around basis. The present 
practice is to engage a public 
relations firm only during the 
few weeks’ preceding a tax elec- 
tion. 

Fund Use for Tax Drives. 

A relatively small portion of 
the sums appropriated for school 
tax campaigns are paid to the 
public relations man, it was ex- 
plained. The firm selected last 
year was chosen on a low bid of 
$2268. The money also is spent 
for newspaper advertising and 
for other campaign materials.

This report was given by An- 
drei N. Tupolev, the 70-year-old 
designer, who came here Sunday 
on a TU-114 bringing Soviet of- 
ficials for a Russian trade ex- 
hibition at the Coliseum.

He was equally confident the 
Soviet food problem was being 
solved. I had myself seen the 
virgin lands which he is plowing 
up and sowing to grain. I pointed 
out that even some Soviet scien- 
tists were afraid that plowing 
‘up the steppe would create an- 
other dust bowl. 

“Despite two severe drouths,” 
he replied, ‘‘the project has 
already made a profit of nearly 
$2,000,000,000. Besides, the area 
is producing the cheapest grain 
in the entire country. The skep- 
tics are already blushing for 
shame.”’ 

Nor is the power to electrify 
the farms and drive industry 
worrying him. From the Volga 
river to deep into Siberia I have 
seen huge hydro-electric plants 
rising. New coal and gas de- 
posits, Khrushchev told me, had 
opened the possibility of much 
cheaper thermal power stations, 
which he now proposed to build. 

“By 1970,” he said, ‘‘we shall 
be within 70 per cent of Amer- 
ican 1957 power output.”

His economists had told 
me they calculated American 
economic growth at only 2 per 
cent annually, which is hardly 
more than its population in- 
crease.

terday to make $500,000 avail- 
able to the Philippines for a nu- 
clear research reactor. Atomic 
Energy Commissioner Harold S. 
Vance and Philippine Ambaséa- 
dor Carlos P. Romulo exchanged 
letters specifying terms of the 
agreement. 

It was the culmination of an 
offer by the United States in 
June, 1955, to provide the Philip- 
pines with a research reactor on 
the understanding that the Philip- 
pines. would bear the cost of 
maintenance and operation.

. Court and Censors 


The blunder of the police morality squad 
in seizing as obscene James Joyce’s “Ulysses” 
and a volume of Havelock Ellis tells all over 
again a familiar story—how difficult it is to 
suppress socially undesirable indecency and 
still stay clear of stupid censorship. 

e police went into a bookshop primarily 
to seize magazines and photographs alleged 
to be obscene. Assuming that the courts agree 
with their definition of obscenity, they were 
doing a job that must be done. There is no 
question that society has the right and duty 
to protect itself against the commercial ex- 
ploitation of pruriency. Constitutional guaran- 
tees of free expression do not extend to filth- 
peddling. But they should extend to literature 
which, though it may deal with sex, has a 
valid artistic purpose. We are glad that 
the Prosecuting Attorney’s office showed 
more discrimination than the police -by bas- 
ing its charges solely on the allegedly obscene 
picttires and magazines and not on “Ulysses,” 
which was cleared by the courts in a memora- 
ble decision years ago.

Postmaster General Summerfield has lately 
shown symptoms of the same confusion which 
afflicted the morality squad. He is conduct- 
ing a well publicized campaign against highly 
commercialized mailing of indecent matter to 
young people, and in this he enjoys over- 
whelming — and deserved — public support. 
But he is also using the federal obscenity law 
to censor D. H. Lawrence’s novel of the ’20s, 
“Lady Chatterley’s Lover.” There he is skat- 
ing on thin constitutional ice. 


The Lawrence book seems to us dull, shal- 
low and second-rate. But who can deny that 
it is a work of art, good or bad? As such 
it has nothing in common with the obscene 
trash that is peddled for prurient interest 
only. Like some other books which deal with 
sex in less explicit but no less understandable 
terms, it is the kind of work a parent might 
censor for his adolescent child, but not the 
kind that can be justifiably censored by a 
public official for a whole nation of adult

Admittedly itis sometimes hard to draw 
the line between properly  unishable- inde-

sion. This is attested by the Supreme Court 
decision -Monday, overturning New York 
State’s suppression of the film version of 
“Chatterley.” 7 ad tnt. 
New York made a mistake; but they had to 
write six different opinions giving different 
reasons for their judgment. Though we ap- 
plaud the conclusion, the reason given by 
Justice Stewart in the majority opinion strikes 
us as confusing and inadequate. 


Justice Stewart says the film “Chatterley” 
advocates the opinion that adultery sometimes 
is proper behavior, and the advocacy of such 
an idea is entitled to constitutional protection 
just as much as that of more conventional 
ideas. But we do not think the main question 
is one of advocacy. It is not only teaching, 
but artistic expression, the communication of 
experience, whose freedom needs to be pro- 
tected. The Court ought to establish clear 
principles for this protection whether or not 
advocacy of ideas is involved.

In the Roth and Alberts cases decided in 
June 1957, Justice Brennan speaking for the 
majority rightly said that sex is not the same 
as obscenity. The test of obscenity, he said, 
is whether “to the average person, applying 
contemporary community standards, the dom- 
inant theme of the material taken as a whole 
appeals to prurient interest.” But Justice 
Harlan cogently pointed out that this “dis- 
arming generalization” paints with a broad 
brush. The federal law which the Court up- 
held defines obscenity as “tending to stir 
sexual impulses.” As Justice Harlan said, a 
book of that description might very Well have 
such social and literary importance as to war- 
rant constitutional protection. “Chatterley,” 
indeed, fits the description exactly. It cannot 
sensibly be banned merely b€cause the experi- 
ence it communicates is sex experience. 


In our opinion the Supreme Court has a 
duty to clarify far more than it has done 
the standards by which federal and local ob- 
scenity laws are to be judged. The country 
needs a clear, firm and comprehensive guide 
by which it can punish the filth-peddlers 
without impairing the artistic and intellectual 
freedom which‘the First Amendment protects. 


Liberty Bell of the West 


Everybod) knows about the cracked Liberty 
Bell in Independence Hall, Philadelphia, 
which rang out the news of the Revolution in 
1776. But very few Americans are aware 
that there is a “Liberty Bell of the West” 
which Meralded the capture of the Mississippi 
Valley from the British just two years later 
by George Rogers Clark. 

This 600-pound bell, which was cast in 
France in 1744 and sent over to the French 
pioneers in the Illinois country, hung in a 
church steeple at Kagkaskia at the time of 
the arrival of Gen. cif and his famous Vir- 
ginia Long Knives. Nothing was more-natural 
than that the excited residents should ring the 
bell in honor of theyeonqueror of Vincennes 
and Fort Massac. 

The Randolph County Historical Society 
and the adjacent Immaculate Conception 
church will join in a bell-ringing ceremony 
and religious observance Saturday morning 
at the historic shelter, built by the State of 
Illinois just 10 years ago on Kaskaskia Island, 
the one part of Illinois that lies west of the 
Mississippi. Hereafter the people of Chester, 
Sparta and other towns in the area intend to 
ring the bell each Fourth of July and thus 
celebrate annually what many historians con- 
tend, namely, that the War for Independence 
was won not at Yorktown but finally on the 
banks of the broad-flowing Mississippi. 


Foreign Aid Compromise 


Continuation of the basic féreign aid policy 
followed since General Marshall’s pattern-set- 
ting speech at Harvard virtually was assured 
when the Senate approved a two-year, two-bil- 
lion-dollar development loan program. This 
is twice as great as President Eisenhower’s 
recommendation. 

The bill is a compromise, and perhaps a dis- 
appointing one to Senator Fulbright, Senator 
Kennedy and other advocates of long-range 
loans. They had urged a billion dollars a 
year for five years, the money to be borrowed 
from the Treasury instead of being appropri- 
ated annually. Congress, however, is reluctant 
to suspend its power of the purse for an 
extended period. But each time an appro- 
priation is made for the loan fund, there

Challenge to Detroit 


The inevitable traffic toll of the Fourth of 
July weekend should create a thought-pro- 
voking background for a House investigation 
opening in Washington July 7. This inquiry 
is intended to convince automobile makers 
that they should build safer cars. 

Representative Kenneth A. Roberts of Ala- 
bama, chairman of the investigating subcom- 
mittee, expects solid opposition from Detroit. 
But Mr. Roberts is not easily discouraged. 


.He is the man who got Congress to adopt a 


law requiring refrigerator manufacturers to 
put escape handles inside refrigerators. ‘ As 
noted in the Mirror of Public Opinion on this 
page, the Congressman has strong medical 
support in his new sally for safety. 

This support comes from specialists who 
are concerned with the environment of acci- 
dents as well as with curing the victims. The 
American College of Surgeons is one inter- 
ested group. Four years ago, Dr. C. Hunter 
Shelden “wrote of the myriad dangers sur- 
rounding occupants of automobiles and esti- 
mated that their elimination “would prevent 
approximately 75 per cent of the fatalities, or 
28,500 deaths a year.” 

The auto industry will protest that not 
enough is known about causes of injuries and 
more research is needed. Yet there is ample 
research to back Representative Roberts’s 
ideas the attachments for safety belts, im- 
proved steering wheels, padded dashboards, 
contoured seats and rooftop roll bars would 
help. And without further research Detroit 
must know that some of its soft suspensions 


' and brakes do not match its horsepower.

A Double Spectacle 

This far from Louisiana, it is an open ques- 
tion whether citizens are more amazed at the 
spectacle presented by Gov. Earl Long or the 
spectacle presented by physicians and psy- 
chiatrists in utter conflict over the state of 
the Governor’s mind and health. 

Gov. Long spent nearly a month in three psy- 
chiatric hospitals and during that time psychi- 
atrists held that he suffered from paranoic 
schizophrenia and was dangerous. He won 
his release from a state hospital after firing 
the director of state hospitals and replacing 
him with a doctor who agreed with Long that 
he had “never been crazy for a second.” And 
now his physicians hold that he suffers from 
a slight heart failure. 

Reporters asked how a man whose heart 
was failing could manage to “bellow steadily” 
in the motel that serves as his Capitol. It is 
a good question. Gov. Long’s condition seems 
to have become more of a political than a 
medical issue. A man who took the Gover- 
nor’s oath might possibly be excused for put- 
ting politics first, but what about the men 
who took the oath of Hippocrates? 


No Place for Trucks 


Mayor Tucker has made a strong case be- 
fore the State Highway Commission for con- 
tinuing to bar trucks from the Express High- 
way after it becomes part of the Daniel Boone 
route July 16. 

The Express Highway was built more than 
20 years ago of relatively thin pavement 
which, the Mayor points out, might not be 
able to withstand the pounding of trucks. 
Sharp grades and curves would slow the big 
machines and all other traffic with them. And 
a highway which is already overloaded with 
43,755 vehicles on an average weekday cannot 
logically be expected to carry slow-moving 
trucks along with all the additional traffic 


-which will result from the Boone connection. 


Highway engineers will agree with the 
Mayor, we think, that trucks should be kept 
out at least until the Express Highway is 
widened to six lanes and can carry them. The 
question is how to do it. 

On this point the Automobile Club of Mis- 
souri offers a constructive suggestion. It 
notes that state maintenance of the Express 
Highway must be based on an agreement be- 
tween the city and State Highway Commis- 
sion. This agreement, the Auto Club suggests, 
should incorporate the city ordinance which 
at present keeps trucks off the highway. The 
state would thereby be committed to the 
city’s practice in operating a  city-built 
roadway. 

Aside from that, the Highway Commission 
has authority to designate truck routes de- 
touring these vehicles from the Express High- 
way. The commission already does so. Re- 


sponsible truck firms should be willing to. 


keep to these truck routes to avoid causing 
congestion or public ill will on the highway. 

However the Highway Commission solves 
this problem, two-things are clear. The 
present Express Highway was never intended 
for trucks. The responsibility for using that 
highway as intended becomes a state respon- 
sibility on July 16, 


Screen of Secrecy Removed’ 
When the credit side of this session of Con- 
gress is compiled there will need to be a 
place for the adoption by the Senate on a 
voice vote of the resolution to make public 
the name, title, and salary of each Senate 
employe or staff member. This follows a 
strong recommendation to the Senate made 
on behalf of the American Society of News- 
paper Editors by its president, J. Russell 
Wiggins. It ends a policy of secrecy, much

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Epidemic on the Highways 


Former New York- Traffic Chairman Sees F ederal Regulation of Auto Safety as Answer

At the height of the Korean War, 
the United States Air Force suddenly 
found itself seriously interested in 
traffic safety down on the ground: it 
was losing more men from automobile 
accidents than from enemy action. A 
further check revealed this was true 
of the entire armed forces. 

The traffic toll has proved much 
greater than anyone believed: 5,000,- 
000 injuries a year, 25,000,000 days in 
bed at the hospital or home — and

By concentrating on deaths and the 
death rate, the Safety Council helps 
sustain an illusion of. progress in the 
field of traffic safety, for it is quite 
true that the number of deaths per 
year has tended to decline slightly of 
late, and that the death rate—defined 
as the number of fatalities per 100,000,- 
000 miles of travel—has been declining 
steadily for 30 years. But for every 
death there are 125 injuries, and both 
the number and the rate of injuries 
has been rising. 

A few months after its 1957 figure 
pf 1,400,000 injuries was published, the 
United States Public Health Service 
revealed that the true figure was 
nearer 5,000,000. 


But the Safety Council’s most serious _ 


disservice to traffic safety comes from 


_ its emphasis on the individual responsi- 


bility for accidents. Perhaps an indi- 
vidual can reduce to some degree his 
own risks of being involved in a 
smash-up. But the exposure to accident 
situations is so great in America these 


days—with nearly 70,000,000 cars on 


the highways—that admonishing indi- 
viduals to drive carefully seems a little 
bit like trying to stop a typhoid epi- 
demic by urging each family to boil 
its own drinking water.

A Cornell University study has esti- 
mated that 5500 of the lives lost each 
year in automobile accidents could be 
saved by the use of seat belts alone. 
To its credit, the “Ford Co. tried 
not only to produce a safer car 
but to sell it as such. Unfortunately,

It would appear that the only 
organization big enough to take on 
the automobile industry is the Federal 
Government itself. And this, jt seems, 
is the reluctant conclusion of Repre- 
sentative Kenneth A. Roberts (Dem.), 
Alabama, chairman of the subcommit- 
tee on Health and Safety of the House 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
Committee, who has spent almost three 
years investigating the problem of 
traffic safety. The automobile industry 
did not oppose him; it just ignored 


_ him. 


As a result, Roberts, a firm believer 
in states’ rights, has introduced legis- 
lation that would require the Secretary 
of Commerce to establish safety stand- 
ards for automobiles. He feels that 
there is no longer any point in dis- 
cussing the possibility of the industry’s 
regulating itself. 

The Federal Government will have 
to do the job. It is precisely the same 
job the Civil Aeronautics Administra- 
tion has been doing in the field of 
aviation for 45 years—not the least of 
its results being that it is much safer 
to fly in an airplane than to drive in 
an automobile. 

Regardless of the fate of this year’s

The story traced her education at Harris Teachers’ 
College, her early jobs and acts of kindness. Old friends 
Jennie Wahlert and Mildred Bush, Kennard Principal Ruth 
Schofield, Long District Superintendent R. W. Janning (who 
quoted the Idaho rules), neighbors, co-workers, former and 
present pupils came on the scene. 


Many of the childr&: had written letters which 
read, “You are such a kind lady. Thoe you are leav- 
ing we will like you still;” “What ever you do I hope 
it turns out nice;” “I wish you’ would not go but 
everything has to end;” “We hate to see you go— 
I loved you so much and so did all the rest.” 


At last the kindergarteners, a little sleepy, played their 
rhythm tunes with a clashing climactic cymbal from one red- 
headed boy. Then came the presentation of a TV set and 
a red carnation from every child present until Miss Grimes 
had her arms full. 

But the real tribute came quietly from a woman who sat 
next to me and told me how she happened to be present.

Patients Express Individuality 


“THIS IS JUST like down- 


* town,” the patient said enthu- 


siastically. 

She was a mental patient at 
St. Louis State Hospital, 5400 Ar- 
senal street, and the place excit- 
ing her admiration was the Ap- 
parel Center, where indigent pa- 
tients make their own choice of 
clothing from racks and shelves 
in a bright cheerful room with 
all the aspects of a retail store. 

The Apparel Center is oper- 
ated by Red Cross Gray Ladies 
who are as solicitous about styl- 
ing, fitting, and selection as if 
they were working for commis- 
sions instead of personal satis- 
faction as volunteers. 


The Apparel Center is part of - 


a trend in psychiatric treat- 
ment, that of individualizing the 
mentally ill. 
ered a contributory factor to re- 
covery and authorities now feel 
that.clothing should not be a 
community property, worn’ by 
one patient one week and. an- 
other the next, but should be in- 
dividual, marked for identifica- 
tion, and pleasant to the eye. 


This principle had long been 
recognized by the administra- 
tion of St. Louis State Hospital, 
but making a seven-year 
dream a reality meant over- 
coming various obstacles. 
Cost, space, and personnel 
were involved in that order. 


The first handicap—cost—is fa- 
miliar to all who are associated 
with the administration of tax- 
supported hospitals and institu- 
tions. However the second fac- 


tor, space, helped bring the cen- 


ter intojbeing. When rearrange- 
ment of facilities was made in 
the basement of the_ hospital, 
which involved a huge  store- 
room, it occurred to Russell E. 
Chapman, business manager of 
the hospital, that part of the 
area would make the ideal space 
for the long-desired apparel cen- 
ter. He consulted with an expert 
on store fixtures who designed a 
layout for him, but when the 
cost of construction was estimat- 
ed, it was far beyond the hospi- 
tal budget. 


Chapman didn’t let it go at 
that. He talked it over with Dr. 
Louis, H. Kohler, superintendent, 
and Dr, A. K. Busch, who were 
equally enthusiastic. Their own 
carpenters were capable of do- 
ing the work but the hospital is 
so huge that the workmen were 
in demand for other things. It 
was decided that it would have 
to be worked on whenever they 
had time off from er jobs. 
It took months to Ao, but the 
job is one that thé entire hospi- 
tal staff is proud of. 


The Apparel Center has 1400 
square feet, six cabinets with 
sliding doors, racks with sliding 
glass doors and full length open 
racks. There are full length 
mirrors and shelves for shoes, 
and comfortable chairs for those 
who wish to be fitted. At the 
far end of the room on each side 
are private fitting rooms. 


Next came the problem of per- 
sonnel. Here, too, a paid staff 
was prohibitive, so the Office of

parties given by Red Cross vol- 
unteers. 

Cost was a problem again 
when it came time to select 
stock because the hospital is lim- 
ited to an expenditure of $24 a 
year per indigent patient for 
clothing. By purchasing in large 
quantities, they were able to ob- 


-tain a large selection. Included 


are 4000 dresses, some cotton, 
some rayon or fiber combina- 
tions, in seven styles; 1000 pairs 
of dress and sport trousers; 
dressing gowns, lace trimmed 
slips, briefs and bras, sweaters 
and hosiery for women; dress 
and sport shirts; pajamas, 
T-shirts, shorts, and socks for 
men; shoes for both men and 
women, which are made to 
specification by Missouri State 
Penitentiary. 

Now that the center has been 
in operation a year and a half, 
the consensus of opinion is that 
it is one of the best types of 
therapy that the hospital has: 
inaugurated in years. 

Each morning and afternoon, 
five patients are brought down 
from the wards by an attendant. 
There is much enthusiasm now 
although there was little at first. 
One volunteer tells of the young 
woman who was brought down 
later than scheduled. The attend- 
ant explained that she had not 
been able to come. the day be- 
fore because she’d been ill.

Visit to Congressmen 


f HYDE PARK, July 3. 

ON TUESDAY EVENING I attended a rather interesting 
dinner where there were gathered representatives of fraternal 
organizations throughout the country. These people had 
already made their purchases of Bonds for Israel, but they 
were there to show their enthusiasm and to strengthen their 
own dedication to the cause of Israel. 

The speeches were interesting, and I was presented with 
a drawing made from a photograph of myself by a well-known 
artist who also has painted portraits of Prime Minister Nehru 
of India and former Premier U Nu of Burma.: I hope the 
library here will be pleased with this gift, for the people 
there know I am one of those peculiar persons who has a 
determination not to sit for portraits! 

After the dinner I took a night plane to Washing- 
ton and attended a breakfast arranged by representa- 
tive William H. Meyer of Vermont for some of his 
colleagues. After the breakfast, a few of the congress- 
men, primarily from the Middle Western agricultural 
states, stayed a little while and asked me to do two 
recordings. ) 
Then my son, James, who had accepted te breakfast, 

appeared. He apologized for his tardiness, but explained that 
during the night’s thunderstorm his house had been damaged 
by lightning. Luckily, the only damage was a small hole in 
the roof, which was being repaired. But what he was equally 
concerned about was his beloved cat, which was almost 
frightened to death: during the storm. James said he had to 
spend most of the morning trying to quiet the cat down. 

I was impressed by the interest these congressmen are 
taking in matters that I think are not too well understood 
in the country as a whole today. 

For instance, they are really troubled about the 
agreements that our country has executed with cer- 
tain foreign powers to release atomic energy equip- 
ment for military purposes. The Congress, of course, 
may object to these agreements within two months of 
their submission, and if Congress with a concurrent 
resolution disapproves of them, that action will have 
the effect of voiding them. 

These agreements were signed in May with Great Britain, 
France, Canada, Germany, Greece, Holland and Turkey. A 
group of congressmen called the attention of their colleagues 
to the fact that the waiting period is going by with very 
little interest or discussion. 

“There are many of us here,” they say, “who are con- 
vinced that it will be a tragic mistake to spread this nuclear 
weaponry around the world, that it will involve additional 
risks without commensurate advantages. In the case of Ger- 
many, at the very least, it offers only the certainty of more 
severe conflicts with the Iron Curtain countries at a time 
when we should be seeking ways to ease the tensions that 
exist.”’ 

I am glad that our representatives have questions such

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Danger on Current River 


By Leonard Hall 


IN THE SOUTHWEST COR- 
NER of Dent county, the 40,000,- 
000-gallon daily flow from Mon- 
tauk Springs joins with Pigeon 
creek to form the headwaters 
of Current river. One can, with 
considerable effort, run an empty 
canoe down from this point, al- 
though the novice who tries it 
is certainly risking a dunking and 
can easily wreck his boat. From 
Cedar Grove, some 10 miles 
downstream, there is enough 
water in the early part of the 
season to make it a practical 


¥ 
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starting point for canoe trips. 
The next big spring is Welch 


Cave, a half-dozen miles by 
river below Cedar Grove and an 
easy half-day float. Fifth largest 


spring in the Ozarks, its flow of 


75,000,000 gallons of cold, clear 
water per day not only drops 
the temperature of the parent 


stream but makes it a river of 


respectable size. 


Four miles below Welch Spring 


or thereabouts is the tiny vil- 


lage of Akers, where a ferry 
crosses the river on the road 


to Hartshorn and Summerville. 


If one likes to go poking about 
the back country it is easy to 
plan a weekend’s driving on 
these roads where one will en- 
counter no traffic hazard worse 
than a sleeping pig—and- can 
still come out at evening at some 
comfortable place to spend the 
night. 


, For us, Akers. makes a good 
ee ee { he 
upper river and so we are apt 
to see it several times each 
season. There are gravel bars 
above and below the 
ferry where one can back a 
car down close to the water’s 
edge and load his boat without 
difficulty. With a load 

noe it is easy to run to High- 
way 19. at Peued in-two. 
days—and we often ar a half 
day so we can loaf our way 
down. At this season when 
the river is running flush, 
there are few spots that need 
worry the careful boatman, al- 
though later in the summer 
there‘are plenty of places that 
must be negotiated with care. 


This doesn’t mean running the 
upper Current is comparable to 
paddling a barge on a park la- 
goon. The Chiltons told of one 
family who had come down a 
week before we were there and 
very nearly came to disaster. 
Against the advice of local resi- 
dents, they started downstream 
with two adults, four children, a 
dog and all their food and camp 
gear in a 20-foot aluminum 
canoe. 

Fortunately the youngsters 
wore life preservers or the jour- 
ney might have ended in 
tragedy. As it was, after a spill 
or two, they ran down a chute 
that had a log-choked right- 
angle bend, smashed into the 
logs, upset, lost .a lof of their 
gear, damaged the canoe and 
were lucky to all come out alive. 

Following them were two men, 
also tyros, in a 13-foot aluminum 
canoe. They came to grief on
